Mr. Todd has studied the question of 
allaying: the dust nuisance at consider¬ 
able length, and as a further result of 
his Investigations he has now ordered 
a preparation from the OM Country, 
known as calcium chloride, which has 
the peculiar property of inducing water 
from the atmosphere.. By placing this 
preparation on the roads they are kept 
in a moistened state by the evaporative 
process peculiar to the chemical. By 
this means no dust can accumulate. 
The process has worked well in many 
parts of England, and Mr. Todd has 
now purchased a ton of the chemical 
which he will use rm 8*, Charles street, 
fronting his residence. 

The only experiment carried out by 
the city UP to the present Is the plac¬ 
ing ef tar on a macadamised part of 
Government street, neat James Bay. 
No Information has been forthcoming 
as to the result of ( this experiment. It 
has been contended that a tarred mn.-i 
cnditmized surface Increases the fric¬ 
tional resistance of the stones to aueh 
an cgtent that Internal motion and rub¬ 
bing are prevented. The tar, more¬ 
over, prevents the percolation of water 
through the Interstices of the stones. 
Experience in various large cities hHS 
Pfoved that While its results have been 
comparatively beneficial, it can only be 
carried out at a cost which would not 
warrant Its general Introduction. 

Unless the city has evolved some 
other remedy from It* extensive dnta- 
collectlng campaign, the success of Mr. 
Todd's experiment would suggest that 
It would be wise to arrange for a ship¬

Paris, Sept. 5.—In a dispatch from 
Casablanca the correspondent of the 
Figaro says that Major Provost, of the 
first battalion of the foreign legion, 
who was killed In the fighting of Mon¬ 
day. had been rebuked by Gen. Drude 
on August 28th for a slight tactical 
error. He exposed himself recklessly 
In Monday’s fight, with the object of 
regaining the reputation he fancied he 
had lost, and to this fact hls death Is 
attributed. 

Continuing, the correspondent says 
the fighting lasted for ten hours, during 
four of which It was very hot. The 
Moors showed great skill In making 
use of the cover at hand to protect 
themselves from the shell fire. They 
evidently profited from thejr past ex¬ 
periences. 

Premier on Situation. 

Paris. Sept. 4.—In an Interview to¬ 
night Premier Clemenceau pointed out 
that the fighting on Monday between 
the French and Moors was at the di¬ 
rection of Tlnellll and he therefore con¬ 
cluded that the engagement of Sunday 
had effectually cleared out the Arabs 
camp at Thaddore. The premier was 
loud In hls praise of Gen. Drude, who.

New York, Sept. 5.—Some interesting 
Information bearing on the dispatch of 
Admiral Evans’s battleship fleet to the 
Pa eifle is published in the Times to-day 
Bind Is credited to a high authority. 

The admiral, it is stated, does not 
mean to confine the fleet's movements 
to the Pacific coast. The president’s 
plan Is to send the warships on to 
Hawaii and then to the Philippines 
after a visit t (f California ports. When 
the order is Issued for their return, 
the route designated will be via the 
Suez canal. Thus the fleet will circle 
the globe. 

The flagship of the new fleet will be 
the New Hampshire, a 16,000 ton battle¬ 
ship, which is to be ready for commis¬ 
sion early In January. As sodn as pos¬ 
sible she is to be Joined by the Mis¬ 
sissippi and the Ohio, two first class 
battleships, 13,000 tons each, now under 


Montreal, Sept. 4.—J. P. Knight, of 
8ydney, N. 8. W., is visiting Montreal 
In an effort to Increase the trade rota¬ 
tions between the Dominion and the 
Commonwealth, which he thinks sb mid 
be considerably improved by the new 
tariff which provides for a pretty 
strong general preference for the pro¬ 
ducts of all parts of the British em¬ 
pire Into the Island colony. The new 
tariff, however, Mr. Knight stated, is 
not merely frankly, it is drastically 
protective, in some instances the duties 
being higher than under the tariff 
heretofore. It cost too much to lay the 
goods down at Sydney with freight and 
duty paid. 

"The policy adopted by the Deakin 
government,” he said, "Is that Aus¬ 
tral does not want to import anything 
that can be produced there, and that 
duties should be fixed to prevent such 
importation. But If It is necessary to 
Import anything, then we would pre¬ 
fer to import it from the other coun¬ 
tries of th!e empire, and therefore the 
duties are so arranged as to give a de¬ 
cided preference. 

"But r " said Mr. Knight, "until Can¬ 
adians have better facilities for lend¬ 
ing goods to Australia there can never 
be any extensive trade between the 
colonists. At present goods have to be 
shipped either via Vancouver or New 
York, In either case involving very long 
and costly railway hauls to the port of 
shipment. The cost of this long land 
haul Is sufficient to prevent Canadians 
from any dangerous competition with 
the Americans. Until you have ship¬ 
ping service from Montreal and fit. 
John and Halifax, there will not be 
much chance for the development of 
this promising trade." This difficulty, 
however, Mi*. Knight thought, m ght 
be overcome, and would no doubt be 
overcome in due time.

T%^W’8 TRIAL 


Case Not Likely to Come Before the 
Court Until the December Term. 


It Is a subject upon which the 
city council has been expatiating for 
some time, and upon which that body 
Is still collecting data. 

The successful experiment spoken of 
above has been carried out by A. E. 
Todd. He recently Imported 21 barrels 
I of California oil from Seattle. This was 
sprinkled by means of watering cans 
on the avenue leading to hls residence 
at Leasowes, on St. Charles street. The 
avenue runs a distance of approxi¬ 
mately 200 yards, and the amount of oil 
used In the experiment cost $100. 

The treatment has turned out far 
more successfully than even Its pro¬ 
jector hoped. It has given a solid 
quality to the avenue. No matter how 
dry the weather may be, dust no 
longer accumulates on the surface, nor 
does the traffic passing over the ground 
disrupt It. Only a light sprinkling of 
the oil was placed on the roadway. yet 
It has proved that Its qualities are of a 
binding nature, and as far as can be 
gathered, after several days’ test, dur¬ 
ing which time there were many 
changes In the weather, it Is a solution 
to the dust nuisance. 

In the case of this experiment It is 
pointed out that Mr. Todd spent at 
least 60 per cent, more than was neces¬ 
sary to treat the surface of hls avenue. 
He purchased 21 barrels of the oil, and 
irrespective of the comrrtodity each of 
these contained, the barrel Itself coat 
$1. There were also considerable 
freightage dues, accumulating on the 
shlplpng of the barrels from Seattle to 
the wharf and thence to Mr. Todd's 
residence. 

It Is pointed out that In view of this 
experiment California oil might be used 
with great suecesa on the city roads, 
and at a comparatively low cost. There 
is no duty on the commodity. A tank 
steamer could be engaged by the city 
to bring a cargo of oil. Were the city 
to purchase a scow with a tank on 
board the oil could be transshipped 
from the steamer to the outer wharf 
and from thence transferred to the city 
waterworks plant, where Jt could be

Asked as to whether he considered 
the deflection In chord No. 9 Was what 
led to the disaster, he replied that he 
was not In a position to say at pres¬ 
ent what caused the accident, as It 
will take some ttmv to Investigate, 
there being so many points to con¬ 
sider. He was perfectly satisfied . Jthttl 
all the precaution within the power of 
human nature was taken by everybody 
connected with the construction. 

In re^ly.to a question from the fore¬ 
man of the Jury as to how long chord 
No. 9 had been In position, witness 
said that this steel had not been plae- 
cm| this year. He had noticed slight 
defUuibms In other pieces of steel, but 
■ noiffi Tto pronounced as discovered In 
chord No. 9. ft was possible that this 
piece of steel could have been dam¬ 
aged In transportation, and when 
erected the deflection had become more 
pronounced. 

Witness alleged that, every one con¬ 
nected with the bridge hart decided to 
surrender' persona! consideration to 
reach a decision and ascertain the* ex¬ 
act (Aum« of the disaster. It was a 
question of public Importance.

M>. McClure, th< Inspector who went 
to New York to notify Mr. Cooper 
about the curvature in chord No. 9.

Winnipeg, Sept. *4.—Reports from all 
parts of the province received by the 
government officials show that' har¬ 
vesting Is In full swing, and the out¬ 
look Is very favorable for a splendid 
crop.

Richardson, the first wit¬ 
ness. testified that he had not been 
summoned until 4 a.m., more than 
three hours after Phillips was shot. He 
had been called by telephone. Mrs. 
Phillips admitted him to the house. She 
exclaimed: "Oh, doctor, something 
dreadful has happened: Mr. Phillips 
has been shot by a burglar.” He found 
the wounded man In bed. He called ; 
Dr. Rhoads. Phillips asked them to i 
leave the bedroom a minute as he 
w ished to talk with his wife. The hus¬ 
band and wife were alone for perhaps 
two minutes. He said there was a 
trace of blood on the stairway. The 
bed In which Phillips was found was 
much stained by blood. When the 
doctors reached Phillips they realized 
immediately. Dr. Richardson said, that 
he could live but a short time. He had 
told them bpth he wanted as little no¬ 
toriety as possible given the affair. 

While the funeral arrangements were 
In progress to-day the police ransack¬ 
ed the house In search of the revolver 
or other evidence In connection with 
the case, but as far as It Is known dis¬ 
covered nothing. Phillips’ secretary 
reiterated to-day his belief that with 
the life Insurance policies the estate 
would pay all of Phillips’ debts, and 
possibly legve something for the fam¬ 
ily. The policies, however, have so far 
not been found.

In compliance with 
the desire of Judge Landis,, examined 
the above mentioned records and care¬ 
fully Investigated the subject, and as 
a result of such investigation the at¬ 
torney-general on August 29th wrote 
Edward Sims, U. S. attorney at Chi¬ 
cago. Informing him In substance that 
the agreement was shown to have been 
made on June or July. 1905. by C. B. 
Morrison. Mr. Sims' predecessor In of¬ 
fice! that Mr. N^orrlson's actions ap¬ 
pear to have been duly authorized at 
the time by the department; that in 
the opinion of the department the ar¬ 
rangement had greatly facilitated the 
Indictment and conviction of the 
Standard Oil Company; and that while 
certain portions of the evidence might 
be fairly open to unfavorable comment, 
the department regarded the govern¬ 
ment as bound in good faith and also 
as a matter of public policy to give 
effect to the agreement.

Telegraphers Will Seek Temporary 
* Employment in Other Trades.

MURDERS AT FEZ. 


Chief Constable Empowered to 
vanee Pay According to Merit 
and Experience. 


Moroccan Foreign Minister and * 
Brother Reported to Have Been 
Assassinated. 


Casablanca. Sept. 4.—Letters received 
here from Fe* declare that the Tazzl Ah- 
delarim ben Slllman. the Moroccan for¬ 
eign minister, and Tazsl Oanam. the Sul¬ 
tan's representative at Tangier, have 
been assassinated by partisans of the 
Kald of Merchur. the official who Intro¬ 
duced the ambassadors to the court of 
the Sultan. 

The Tazzl brothers had almost complete 
domination over the Sultan, and to them 
la attributed the ruin of the Empire. It 
Is alleged that they sought only their per¬ 
sonal aggrandizement. Their fortune Is 
counted by millions, and is said to be 
sufficient to pay the entire debt of 
Morocco. 

Some time ago the Kald of Me.rchur 
was oh the point of killing the Tazzl 
brothers In the presence of the Sultan. 
The name of the Kald Is Drlas ben Alch, 
and he Is a descendant of the Bujaar. 
one of the tribes which founded the 
Moroccan monarchy. 

Abdelarlm ben Slllman was a perfect 
type of the diplomatic Moor. He recent¬ 
ly sent hi* condolence to the, foreigners 
at Tangier regarding the massacre of 
Europeans at CaenblancH. •Oanam was 
intensely anti-European. He was recent¬ 
ly accused of complicity In an illegal sale 
of government lands at Tangier.

The roport of the fire 
llshed In last night's issue of the Times. 
Indicates that the committee of the 
city council has determined to ask au¬ 
thority for the expenditure of another 
$15,000 to provide another fire hall In 
the north end of the cltyi and to equip 
It with motor apparatus. 

There are three Items In the proposed 
expenditure, one for the purchase of a 
motor chemical engine at $7,250. another 
for a motor run-a-about for the chief 
and squad at $1,750. and the remaining 
one for the purchase of a fire hall site 
and the erection of a building at a cost 
of $6,000. 

It is difficult to pass an opinion off 
hand upon the merits of this proposal, 
which has doubtless had mature con¬ 
sideration from the wardens. Any pro¬ 
position which contemplates an en¬ 
largement of our fire fighting facilities, 
or an increase of efficiency In that al¬ 
ready owned by the city. Is likely to 
commend itself to the Judgment of the 
electors. 

But we must not overlook the fact 
that the problems of fire fighting ap¬ 
pliances and water supply are very 
closely associated, and one must be 
considered along with the other. Given 
an adequate water supply and pres¬ 
sure, the problem of quenching a con¬ 
flagration in almost any part of the 
city does not present very serious dif¬ 
ficulties. But It will a vail little If we 
have the Pacific ocean to draw from, 
and have the city studded with fire 
halls if the administration of the Are 
department Is weak and characterised 
by lack of executive ability and con¬ 
trol. 

Moreover It is hard to convince men 
of Judgment who watched the’ conduct 
of affairs at the last big blaze In this 
city that the best use was made of the 
facilities at hand. That the water ser¬ 
vice was inadequate was of course 
only too apparent, but that fact was 
magnified In our opinion to screen 
other defects which were Just as evi¬ 
dent. 

There is am old parable about the use 
of such talents as we possess as a 
qualification for the gift of additional 
ones, which has an application In this 
case. The departmental officers of the 
fire wardens must first demonstrate 
their capacity to use the facilities they 
have to the best advantage before they 
should ask to be entrusted with addi¬ 
tional. and In some respects, experi¬ 
mental equipment.

A*i astounding series of experiments 
made by Professor Milne, the greatest 
master of seismology In the world, 
suggest that our ellmate Is “hatched 
down below," says a London exchange. 

Many people had a similar view of 
the origin of recent weather, but Pro¬ 
fessor Milne gave the British Associa¬ 
tion the first scientific proof. 

The tale of his experiments was one 
of two n,ew discoveries announced e» 
Leicester, and It unfolds all sorts of 
possibilities. He has made the discov¬ 
ery much In the same way as the X- 
rays were discovered. 

He hag been In the habit of leavin? 
an Ingenious photographic arrange- 
rnent jn quarries at night, with cer¬ 
tain astounding results. The photo¬ 
graphic paper was found to be marked 
from-#!me to time by dark bands, black 
spots, und what -are called slngelngs. 
Some of these markings occurred at 
the time of earthquakes, but by m 
means all. 

It seems certain that minerals be¬ 
come luminous at frequent Intervals. 
The cliffs at Dover have been s«un 
suddenly to gleam, and hill-tops bo v 
come visible In the darkness. 

A chemist of fame has extracted 
bright light from a great variety of 
stones by simply rubbing them with 
emery paper. The conclusion Is that 
the disturbing forces, which go rfn even 
at the very centre of the earth, arc 
converted before they reach the sur¬ 
face into heat and light, and make all 
manner of difference to what we call 
climate and weather. 

The weather prophets who extract 
their knowledge from the air. not the 
earth, expected to cap Professor Milne. 
Two Frenchmen have made remarkable 
discoveries of the course of the 
storms which might enable a man on 
a motor car to keep In touch with any 
storm, of which he had notice, ha'f 
across a continent. 

The discoveries are likely at once to 
senTl up the percentage of totally suc¬ 
cessful prophecies, which Is now at 
sixty-one, to seventy or eighty.

However I* Would be worth waiting 
a week to go through such glorious 
mountain scenery as l revelled In those 
two,hot June days. Prom the moment 
when the train creeps through an In¬ 
visible gap In the wall of snow-topped 
summits until, twenty-four hours 
later, It Is running down Ihc Pacific 
Slope, the track passes through a ro- 
glon which for varied beauty and in¬ 
terest cannot be equalled on any rail¬ 
way In the world. In all, four ranges 
are grossed, and not a tunnel the whole 
way! In every case a pass was discov¬ 
ered through which the train could 
toll up and wriggle down, often with 
only Just room to squeeze In on a road 
cut out of the sloplnlg bank of a thun¬ 
dering glacier stream. Below, the tor- 
rent^ leaps and foams; on either hand, 
the rocky heights rise sheer up to the 
eternal snows. Then the valley opens 
out and, perhaps, a little town appears 
with Its neat wooden house*, h store, 
and an hotel, and pretty falr-halred 
girls In hats and skirts and blouses 
Which suggest the rector's daughters 
In an English village. One day these 
little towns will be as famous as the 
Swiss resorts, and some of them 
wealthy mining centres as well. 

Round the town are pastures and cul¬ 
tivated land, and now that we are In 
British Columbia the trees and vege¬ 
tation are more luxurant. Rut soon 
we are climbing again by the side of 
a broad, smooth river, which presently 
changes its character and becomes a 
plunging, rocky brook. Looking up one 
can see green, gleaming glaciers on the 
mountain-side, and as evening comes 
on, the breexe blows cool off the snowr- 
flelds. Here Is the region for the en¬ 
terprising mountaineer. There are 
many such In the comfortable hotels 
at Banff. Laggan, Field, and Glacier 
House, with imported Swiss guides at 
their service all summer through. 

Talk about the Pyramids being a 
great feat of human endeavor! The 
Pyramids aro nothing to this marvel¬ 
lous railroad. As I thought of the men 
who planned and pushed It through 
(the men who live In those big, solid 
stone houses at Montreal). I marvelled 
at their patience and tenacity. Of those 
who did the actual spade-w'Ork, too. I 
thought—a huge army of dirt-shovel¬ 
lers. J wonder If thev feel any pride 
in the great work they helped to bring 
to birth. I know one, by the way. n id 
Dally Mall readers know him too, 

Is now a prominent writer of books. I 
fear his views on the subject would be 
too lurid to print. 

A Lotus-Eaters’ Land. 

Getting near to Vancouver, after 
leaving the wonderful canon of the 
Fraser river, where the water bolls and 
surges through a narrow* rock-strc#n 
channel 200 feet below the line, the 
country becomes more and more lus¬ 
cious In character. Now we have still 
lagoons reflecting flr-c!ad hills; masses 
of bracken waist-high, thick foliage 
and undergrowth, rich grass land, a 
wealth of wild flowers. It Is like sn 
English June, doubled or trebled In 
luxuriance; and the soft, moist, eleopy 
air makes it seem "a ’an.l tvhera It Is 
always afternoon." 

Vancouver Itself has rather a lotus¬ 
eating afr. It prides Itself on being 
"like England." and not so much a 
boom-city as a place where "a man 
can have.a good time, although he may 
not make a great deal of money." The 
frenzied loyalty of Vancouver Is quite 
amusing. One enthusiast expressed to 
me his regret that the province could 
not be made a Crown Colony again; "I 
would fa^ rather be governed from 
Home!" And that was not so excep¬ 
tional a sentiment as you might sup¬ 
pose. The man who held It was a fair 
type of public-school and university 
man who had emigrated with a few 
pounds and succeeded quite well. It Is 
really not difficult to make a living. 
Nowhere In Canada (or the United 
States for that matter) Is the Intellec¬ 
tual struggle so keen as in London. I 
saw In Victoria a former London cab- 
driver who had raised quite a pile by 
shrewd speculation. Anyone who has 
a little money and a little sense might 
do the same. And here, in the salu¬ 
brious Far West. I was told, "a man 
with £ 1,000 a year can live like a lord." 

I must say I expected the Gateway of 
the Far East to be more cosmopolitan. 

I looked for color and life. The 
streets are certainly spacious and the 
shops attractive, but at first the city 
reminded m# more of Brixton than 
the 8hlny East. Perhaps that was be¬ 
cause it rained. It rains a good deal

The news that the United States Steel 
Corporation has decided to Invest $45.- 
000,000, in addition to the original ap¬ 
propriation of $75,000,000, In the con¬ 
struction of its model city, now rising 
tn the southern thore of Lake Michi¬ 
gan, adds Interest to the great experi¬ 
ment In city building in modern times, 
says the Now York Dispatch. The lo¬ 
cation of what Its promoters claim Is 
the coming steel capital of the world 
is less than half an hour's ride by rail 
from the metropolis of the West and is 
In Indiana, on the southeastern shore 
of Lake Michigan. 

On the site of what was little more 
than a year ago a waste of sand hill¬ 
ocks and dunes, and at the point where 
the sluggish stream called the Grand 
Calumet empties Into the lake, the new 
Industrial city, which has already made 
the desert-Iooklntg lands which shade 
eff Into the prairies a scene of business 
activity, Is rising, not clowly and as a 
process of growth In the usual fashion, 
but as rapidly as u force of three thou¬ 
sand men, now being constantly ad¬ 
ded to, can build It. 

For 300.000 People. 

Originally planned to accommodate a 
population of 100.000, the plans have 
been expanded tp a basis of 300,000. 
The tract <jt land In whldh the new In¬ 
dustrial city Is rapidly taking form Is 
6.000 acres In extent, with a lake fron¬ 
tage of mor? than six miles, and with 
possibilities as to Inland extension as 
boundless as the prairies themselves. 

Perhaps the preliminary work, most 
of which Is already done. Is the most 
interesting, as showing the rapidity of 
modern processes of city construction. 
The sand hills and hillocks which to 
voyagers oh Lake Michigan once 
formed such a picturesque sight, look¬ 
ing on a summer’s day with the sun 
shining on them like cumulus clouds 
on the horlxon, have disappeared along 
that part of the lake. They have been 
levelled and the sand has been used to 
fill up the shallow beach, the swamps 
of Grand Calumet and lower lying 
lands elsewhere In the tract. The new 
city by this process and by dredging 
has attained an elevation of twenty- 
two feet above the level of Lake 
Michigan, and thus the work Chicago 
was compelled to do after Its founding 
has been performed at Gary at Its be¬ 
ginning. By dredging also a harbor 
has been formed, deep enough to admit 
the heaviest ffeighters of the Great 
Lakes bringing the Iron ore from the 
Lake Superior region to the Iron and 
steel mills which are the reasons for 
j the city's existence. 

Parks and Promenades. 

I Naturally the mills and the thou- 
| sands of men who will be required to 
man them have the first place In the 
plans of the builders. Everything has 
been subordinated to their convenience, 
health and comfort, and so far the 
plans are strictly severe and utilitar¬ 
ian, but the city has also been laid out 
with a view to architectural efTect and 
beauty, ^wlth parks, promenades and 
all the usual appurtenances of modern 
city life. 

The river has been dredged to a uni¬ 
form width of 250 feet, spanned by steel 
bridges for the accommodation of the 
four trunk lines of railway centering 
here to distribute the products of the 
mills once these are completed and In 
full operation. To avoid the constant 
tearing up of streets for gas. water and 
electric mains and conduits, which Is 
the bane of older cities, which grew and 
were not planned and built, all pipes 
and mains In Gary are laid In the 
alleys, each at a certain level, thereby 
avoiding the confusion worse confound¬ 
ed In cities where pipe-laying Is a mat¬ 
ter of emergency and suggests a mighty 
mase without a plan. In Gary every¬ 
thing le planned and everything bears 
the stamp of to-day. 


Yesterday afternoon the directors of the 
Y. M. C. 'A, held their regular monthly 
meeting In the board room of the associa¬ 
tion. The time was chiefly spent In hear¬ 
ing the repdrta of committees and arrang¬ 
ing for the general annual meeting. There 
were present: Messrs. 8. Johns, R. B. 
McMIcking. E. Seowcroft, Wootton, H. F. 
Pullen and A. J. Brace. 

Mr. Seowcroft, on behalf of the excur¬ 
sion committee, reported that In spite of 
the inclement weather on Labor Day, 
there was a balance on the right aide to 
the amount of ubout eighty dollars.

Yet everyone agrees that 
the Chinese who are shut out (unless 
they can pay £100) are better workers 
and better citizens, ton. There. Is a 
Chinatown In Vancouver, where at 
night In the dark, narrow- streets you 
can sniff strange exotic perfumes and 
listen to tie- drowsy din of Oriental 
music, while soft-footed, loosely-clad 
figures flit past you In the Inscrutable 
way. There are mnjiy Chinese domes¬ 
tic servants, to especially cooks. The 
chef at the hotel Is a Chinaman, and 
a master of his art. But the poll-tax 
prevents any great increase, and tpe 
poll-tax Is approved by popular sen¬ 
timent. 

Many leading British Columbians, 
among them the ex-Lleutenant-Gover- 
nor, Mr. Mackintosh, think that If they 
cannot attract British settlers, the 
next best thing would be to secure 
Galicians and Scandinavians, who In 
other parts of Canada have proved 
themselves Industrious, honest, and 
law-abiding. Orientals the province 
clearly does not want. I saw a number 
of Japanese Immigrants, evidently 
peasants, on the boat between Victoria 
and the mainland, and I do not won¬ 
der at the prejudice against them. 
They are shut off from white people by 
the barrier of race. 

The extent to which the Exclusion 
Law was the result of the working 
man's natural hostility to cheap Immi¬ 
grant labor has been exaggerated. 
Trade unions In British Columbia are 
strong and Influential—so strong. In 
fact, that even working men Inveigh 
against them. I heard A street speaker 
In Vancouver one evening denouncing 
them roundly for keeping their mem¬ 
bership so select. But It Is a general 
feeling that British Columbia must be 
kept a white man's country which has 
checked the Inrush of Chinamen, and 
will later on put up the latch also 
against the Japanese.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 


Is Now Curable 


A short time ago the business men of 
Wilmington, Del., met !n solemn con¬ 
clave to determine the best way of 
keeping trade at home. A lecture by 
Clement H. Llppincott, of Llpplncott 
A Co., of that city, seemed to offer the 
correct solution. Mr. Llpplncott said: 

"Gentlemen, this Is all very Well, but 
you have not hit the bull's-eye. What 
Is needed Is fdr merchants to advertise 
enough to let people of this city knew 
what is to be found In local stores. 

"When a dealer purchases a new- 
stock and falls to let th^ consumer 
know about It the blame for the loss 
of such amount of money to the city, 
a* has been' stated, lies wholly with 
the merchant himself." said Mr. Llp¬ 
pincott. "The people have no way of 
knowing what can be had here be¬ 
cause they are not Informed. When 
they don't see goods advertised " they 
naturally take It for granted that the 
dealers do not keep such things in the 
store, and threfore will go to Philadel¬ 
phia. where they know the stores do 
have the/n, for they see just what they 
want displayed In that store's adver¬ 
tisements." 

Mr. Llppincott told the business men 
present that the rates with the news¬ 
papers of "Wilmington w r ere extremely 
reasonable compared with what the 
Philadelphia papers charge, yet many 
of the merchants of that city know the 
value of advertising, and do It. It was 
pointed out that all kinds of schemes 
could be tried to hold the trade In Wil¬ 
mington, but first of all the consumer 
must be informed of what he can se¬ 
cure In this city. 

Mr. Llpplncott referred to the local 
newspapers and pointed out that while 
Philadelphia business houses are using 
advertising columns In Wilmington 
newspapers, many local merchants do 
not have a line of advertising of their 
wares, yet expect to compete with the 
Philadelphia stores.

Idea that the Canadian parliament 
might, with profit, extend a portion of 
Its time to an extended tour of the 
country. 

At the hlg Canadian Club dinner In 
New York some time ago Mr. Suther¬ 
land was the home representative. In 
conversing about this function he said 
It was pulse-stlrrlng to be there among 
three or four hundred Canadians, citi¬ 
zens of the great United States city, 
but still preserving fealty to their na¬ 
tive land.

It was a glint of sunshine that led to 
the* discovery of the great Cullluan dia¬ 
mond.

He 
went to the spot and dug out the dia¬ 
mond with a case-knife. This was on 
January 26th. 1906. 

It was named after Mr. Cullinan, the 
discoverer of the mine, and one of the 
directors, who had floated the mine. 

In only one way can the Immense size 
and remarkable value of the Cullinan 
diamond be appreciated, and that Is by 
comparing it with the other big dia¬ 
monds of the world. The largest dia¬ 
monds krtown are: 

Cullinan—3,032 carats, uncut. 
Excelsior—969 carats, uncut. 

Great Mogul—280 carats, cut. ' t 
Regent—410 carats, uncut. 

OrlofT—193 carats, uncut. 

Koh-l-nbor—900 carats, uncut, and 
106 after the second cutting. 

The Excelsior, the most recently dis¬ 
covered of these, was valued at £ 1 . 000 .- 
000 in Its natural state, but It has now 
been cut up Into nine smaller stones. 
The Great Mogul has vanished since 
the seventeenth century, and Is general¬ 
ly believed to have been purloined at 
the sacking of Delhi In 1739 and broken 
Up. 

The Pit. or Regent, diamond is the 
most valuable stone in existence next 
to the Cullinan. Though by cutting Its 
weight was reduced to about 187 car¬ 
ats. It was sold by Thomas Pitt, grand¬ 
father of the first Earl of Chatham, to 
the King of France for f200.000, and Is 
now valued at £450,000.
